WHAT "WILL THE PEOPLE DO? 


The present State Government aou the 


Legislature J3 composed almost exolusivelj 
ot men who call themselves Republicans, 
yet prominent and intelligent members of 
that party are BO utterly disgasttd with 
their actions that they nra asking "i( Ne- 
•vadi to-day has a republican form of gov- 
ernment?" 
The doubt as to our form of 


government arises mainly from the fact 
that a majority of the Legislature ignore 
the popular will on matters of vital import- 
ance to the people, and are accused, 
whether rightfully so or not, of being mere 
tools ot the bosses. Complaints of this 
character, though usual o! late years, were 
never BO well founded aa at 
present. 


Everything the bosses want, that a majority 
of the Legislature can do, ia being done, 
while the wishes ot the publio are wholly 
disregarded. 


'This is a good time for the people to 


study the situation and determine what to 
do in the future. Will the men who de- 
claim loudly against "bosaism" between 
elections, but support the tools of the 
bosses at the polls, continue to dp so, and 
at ensuing elections sink patriotism and 
the publio we'fare in partiuanism? Will 
the raapeotable and unpurchaseable ele- 
ment of the dominant party in Nevada con- 
tinue to swallow "bossism" because it ie 
labeled "Republicanism," and repeat the 
dose though it nauseates them?

element vote against reputable and perma- 
nent citizens, who, like themselves, hare 
the welfare of the State at heart, and for 
men who have only an office seeking inter- 
est iu Nevada, and attain position through 
bosaism, because the bosses can control 
them? 


It is time that a change be made in Ne- 


vada. The people should unite and end 
boss rule, which, disguised as Republican- 
ism, liis deceived men of principle, and it 
running the commonwealth to destruction.

It is an old and trite saying "that mis 


ery loves company," and it may afford 
eome consolation to oar correspondent, "H. 
H. B.," to know that there are communi- 
ties worse off than Nevada. 
One of thesi 


ia the Dominion of Cauadit, which, lit* 
Nevada, has not a republican form of gov- 
ernment, though in the Dominion one man 
rules, while in Nevada, as nearly BS oau b,- 
asoertained, the governing power is vested 
in three persons. In Canada the popula- 
tion has ceased to increase, 
.There is more 


debt and taxation every year, but no more 
people. The debt is about $290,000,000, 
and Sir John MacDonald, who rules the 
Dominion, thinks nothing of increasing it 
eight or ten millions every year. 
It is 


shown that the expenses for government 
purposes reach $40,000,000 a year, while 
the revenue is only $30,000,000, and the 
debt has increased until every man, woman 
and child in the Dominion stands account- 
able to the creditors for over $50. 
Sir 


John, like one member of the Nevada tri- 
umvirate, owns a railroad, live IB in priucelj 
style, controls a majority of Parliament, 
and Bo -long aa he has po'^er and makes 
money cares nothing for the publio wishes 
or welfare, and does not stop to consider 
the fact that the small towns, raining 
camps and agricultural valleys ura being 
steadily depopulated. While it looks as if 
Nevada was being governed on the Cana- 
dian principle, appearr.uoes are sometimes 
deceptive, and it m ay be nothing more

More of the Storm.

SAN BEBNABDINO, February 25.—It com- 


menced raining here Saturday night and 
f>y Sunday night the streams were roaring. 
The motor bridge over Lytle creek, between 
San Bernardino and Colton, was washed 
away on Monday morning. The whole ex- 
panse of country below San Bernardino 
ally was covered by rushing waters and 
many families were compelled to flee t» 
higher ground. The school building was 
washed away, ground and all. The creek 
changed its natural course and madean en- 
tirely new channel. Thousands of dollars 
worth of valu»ble property was swept away. 
Qrosvenor on Saturday night bad 150 acres 
of highly cultivated land and on Sunday 
night only a quarter of an acre remained. 


The Santa Fe railroad bridges suffered 


greatly. Monday morning 150 feet of the 
bridge between San Bernardino and Colton 
was carried away, as were 350 feet of the 
bridge between this city and Los Angeles. 


The motor and county bridges over the 


Santa Ana river 
bad their approaches 


washed away for 150 feet. 


The 
San Bernardino and Arrowhead 


Motor Company's tracks have been washed 
out for a long distance. In Oajon Pass the 
condition of things is worse than ever seen 
in that section. T^n thousand feet of 
Santa Fe track between Ban Bernardino 
and Barstow is washed away and four 
trains are tied up between the two points. 
The S. P. bridge east of Colton is in an 
impassable condition. The county hospital 
situated in the western portion of the city 
was in danger, twenty-five acres of the hos- 
pital grounds being carried away. 
A 


number of houses have been washed away, 
leaving the people homeless. The damage 
in this county 'vill be between $300,000 
and $500,000. The waters have bnbaided 
considerably and the storm is over.
